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COUNCILLORS 
BACK EDDC HQ 
OFFICE MOVE 


DISTRICT councillors across Pulman’s Country 
have given their backing to possible plans to relocate 
East Devon District Council (EDDC) headquarters 
from its current base in Sidmouth to a new purpose- 
built office block on the Heathpark Industrial 
Estate in Honiton. 

In a press statement sent to this newspaper a spokesman 
for the local authority said the council was “giving serious 
consideration to moving its staff to a new purpose-built 
office block on council-owned land in Honiton”. 

The spokesman added: “The aim is to provide a better 
service for residents in a more central location, whilst 
delivering many services more locally than at present. 

“The proposed move to Honiton should reduce overheads 
and create a smaller carbon footprint, and also provide a 
building suitable for modern working practices.” 

Local district councillors believe the proposed move to 
Honiton would make EDDC more accessible and would 
save costs.

town ward, said: “The economics have got to be looked 
into carefully but all things being equal, there are better 
places for the EDDC offices than Sidmouth. 

“If the offices were to go to Honiton it would be much 
more central and there would be easier access as well.” 

Mike Allen, who represents Honiton St Michael’s ward, 
said: “Eundamentally it is a good idea to move. There 
could be a number of new jobs created and it would be a 
great advantage for Honiton. I think it is an extremely good 
idea.” 

Mayor of Seaton and Seaton district councillor, Peter 
Burrows, added: “I think overall this is probably a good 
idea. The property at Sidmouth is not conducive to council 
offices. I am, however, surprised that the district council 
has said that it won’t save money by selling the site in 
Sidmouth.” 

Graham Godbeer, district councillor for Coly Valley, 


said: “Nothing has been decided yet. I have been on the 
panel looking into this and it is something we are seriously 
considering. We are not fixed on Honiton at all but we do 
have the land at Honiton so we could build council offices 
at a low cost. However, if Honiton is found to be not 
suitable we could look elsewhere. 

“I think we need a council building and we need 
somewhere for councillors to meet but we are open to 
suggestions and discussions. The building at Sidmouth is 
very inefficient.” 

Axminster district councillor Douglas Hull said: “It 
would be so much more economical to have an office in 
Honiton. The Knowle is not fit for purpose and it doesn’t 
lend itself to a good administration. 

“It will take time and it won’t happen overnight but I 
believe a move is the right thing to do.” 

The spokesman for the local authority added that the 
move could take place within the next three years but the 
final decision would depend on the right price being 
offered for the Sidmouth site.

A HONITON family claims late 
night noise from Tesco deliveries 
is causing them to suffer sleep 
deprivation. 

Claire and Nicholas Curram, of 
Ware Court, say they have contacted 
the store and the Tesco head office 
about the problem but no solution has 
been found. 

Mr Curram said: “As a family with 
four young children we are at the end 


of our tether with the total lack of 
consideration exhibited by Tesco with 
regard to the ongoing problem of 
noise during the night from their 
deliveries. 

“Radios are left on in delivery 
vehicles and engines are left running 
unnecessarily. On top of that, after 
off-loading the stock, empty pallets 
are slammed down making a 
considerable noise.” 

The couple say they have had to 
move bedrooms to try and get a good 
night’s sleep and added that their 


children’s sleep is also disturbed by 
the noise. 

“Normally noise should be kept to a 
minimum between the hours of 11pm 
and 7am,” said Mr Curram. 

“That rule applies to us so why is 
Tesco allowed to flout this? 

“Tesco customer service staff have 
said they have asked the drivers and 
staff to be quieter at night, clearly no- 
one is taking any notice. 

“It [the noise] is affecting our 
quality of life. 

“We don’t expect absolute silence. 


but this level and type of noise is 
unacceptable. 

“We are disturbed at 10pm, 
12midnight, 2am, 4am and roughly 
6am and each delivery takes about an 
hour to off-load.” 

A spokesman for Tesco said in a 
statement to this newspaper: “We are 
very sorry to hear that Mr and Mrs 
Curram have been having problems. 
We are happy to discuss these 
problems with them further and have 
reiterated to all delivery staff that 
noise is to be kept to a minimum.”

MPs’ bid for local 
postal affairs talks

TWO local MPs and a district 
councillor have headed up a 
delegation to the House of 
Commons for talks with Edward 
Davey MP, the minister for postal 
affairs. 

The meeting was arranged to 
discuss East Devon District Council’s 
(EDDC) concerns about the future of 
the Post Office network in east 
Devon. 

Representing EDDC was Ken 
Potter, champion for rural 
communities, including Post Offices. 
East Devon MP Hugo Swire and 
Tiverton and Honiton MP Neil Parish 
also attended. 

Eollowing the meeting, councillor 
Potter said: “The government is 
committed to offering postal services 
to at least the 11,500 communities 
currently served nationally and is 


keen to improve on that number. In 
order to save costs, at least 2,000 
traditional Post Offices will be 
converted to Post Office Locals. 

“A Post Office Local will not be a 
traditional Post Office, as the service 
offered will be provided from a Post 
Office till, adjacent to the trading till 
in a village store or other outlet if 
considered suitable. This format is 
currently being trialled around the 


country. 

“Everyone agreed that the Post 
Office needs new profitable business 
to make it sustainable. Einance is in 
place to keep the Post Office Network 
in business at least until 2015. A great 
deal more must be achieved to ensure 
a successful future after that date.” 

Mr Swire said: “At last we have a 
government that is prepared to tackle 
the Post Office structure, which has 


witnessed a steady decline over the 
past decade. The minister was clear 
that there would be some profound 
changes, but that the Post Office 
needed to adapt to the times. 

“I think there are some exciting 
developments, which should underpin 
a service that we all want to see 
prosper.” 

Mr Parish added: “The Post Office 
is one of our country’s finest assets 


and provides vital services for 
millions of its customers. The reforms 
this government is introducing will 
make the Post Office fit for the 21st 
Century whilst maintaining the 
current network. 

“I was pleased that the minister was 
able to make clear that these changes 
would put the Post Office on a 
sustainable footing and reverse a 
decade of decline.”

She was calling me 
and traffic was building up behind her 
and it was quite distressing for her. 

“So I called the AA and they came 
and picked the car up and took it to 
our usual garage.” 

Mr Bell says he had only recently 
taken the car for a service so he 
thought that there could be a problem 
that hadn’t been spotted. However, 
the garage confirmed that the engine 
had been contaminated. 

He is now hoping other drivers 
would be aware of the incident and is 
urging anyone who has suffered a 


similar fate to come forward. 

Mr Bell added: “It looks like when 
my wife filled up the car it flushed the 
petrol tank with a water like 
substance. Apparently petrol stations 
use water to clean the pumps and it 
looks like this is the problem. 

“I have contacted the police and 
they have advised me to contact 
Trading Standards. I haven’t 
contacted my insurance company yet 
because I don’t want to lose my no 
claims bonus. It is likely that the 
engine is going to need to be rebuilt.”

Dog control order 
could be scrapped

PLANS for a dog control order at Winter’s Lane 
Playing Field in Ottery St Mary could now be 
scrapped. 

Ottery St Mary Town Council has asked East Devon 
District Council (EDDC) to reconsider the issue at its 
cabinet meeting tomorrow (Wednesday), and district 
councillors look set to approve the move. 

In a report produced by EDDC it said: “A request from 
Ottery St Mary Town Council for EDDC to introduce a 
control order excluding dogs from Winter’s Lane Playing 
Eield has been considered by the executive board and the 
full council on a number of occasions. 

“A consultation on the original proposal for a complete 
ban on dogs provoked substantial opposition and the 
officer reco mm endation at the time was that the order 
should not be made. 

“A compromise solution was put forward and 
subsequently agreed by the council in Eebruary 2010 to 
make a Dog Control Order with the exception of a 20 
metre wide dog exercise area at the south western end (of 
the playing field).” 

At a meeting of Ottery St Mary Town Council on 
Monday, July 4th, councillors voted in favour of leaving 
the playing field as it is, adding that the location of the 
planned exercise area was not right for residents and dog 
walkers. 

The EDDC report added: “If members decide not to 
make the Dog Control Order the legal requirement for dog 
owners to clear up after their dogs would, of course, 
remain. 

“It is likely that the demand for enforcing this order will 
increase, and members may wish to consider asking the 
town council to either contribute towards the cost of this 
enforcement or have the ownership of the field transferred 
to them.”

“Axminister Churches Together 
will be doing the same over the next 
few weeks. God’s Dangerous Book 
the Bible is still the same, exciting 
and inspirational, speaking to the 
hearts of those who are open and 
willing to receive the truth, and God 
still speaks to us today in the 
language of our understanding.” 

Churchwardens are in the news 
this week — or at least in the Oxford 
Diocese are. One of their tasks is to 
safeguard church property. In this 
case they were oak and elm chests 
for which there was no current 
church use. The church council 
unanimously agreed to the sale and 
together they fetched over £16,000 


and are now believed to have left the 
country. Unfortunately, such action 
without reference to higher church 
authorities is not permitted. The 
churchwardens have been before a 
Consistory Court which directed the 
parish to try to trace the chests and 
the churchwardens have to pay court 
costs. 

The Church of England General 
Synod completed its summer 
meeting with matters of general 
interest. First, synod has agreed to 
support a recommendation that the 
Church of England and the United 
Reformed Church (URC) should 
heal their existing division. It is 
proposed to hold a joint act of 
worship in Westminster Abbey next 
year, 350 years after the great 
rejection of the 1662 Prayer Book, 
which the rift now ends. 

A proposal recently mentioned in 
this column, to raise parochial fees 
by including former items which are 
now charged as extras, was rejected 
by the synod. 

This would have raised the level of 
fees but prevented extras charged 
currently by some parishes. 

The synod also agreed to look at 
the electorate for lay members of 
general and diocesan synods to see 
if it should be somebody other than 
deanery synods. 

The general synod approved texts 
for the new Eucharistic Prayers 
suitable for services where 
significant numbers of children are 
present.

Drive to seek 
snow wardens 
before winter 


A RECRUITMENT drive is 
underway to increase the number 
of snow wardens across Devon. 

Around 30 parishes signed up for 
the voluntary scheme when it was 
launched last winter, and Devon 
County Council is hoping to swell the 
ranks before next winter arrives. 

Devon County Council is pledging 
to provide up to five tonnes of salt 
free of charge to parishes that sign up 
to the scheme. Those who register are 
asked to identify an individual to act 
as a point of contact during winter 
and demonstrate that they have 
arrangements in place to store and 
manage salt. 

Parishes will then be free to decide, 
in the best interests of their 
community, how they use it on public 
roads and footpaths in their area. 
Parishes that join the scheme will take 
responsibility for the grit bins and salt 
bags within their community, 
encouraging responsible use of grit 
and helping to minimise abuse of grit. 
Devon County Council is currently 
replenishing the county’s 3,000 grit 
bins ahead of next winter. 

Councillor Stuart Hughes, Devon 
County Council cabinet member for 
Highways and Transportation, said: 


“The snow warden scheme is an 
additional resource on top of the 
winter service the county council 
already provides. It’s about giving 
parish councils local ownership, and 
supporting them in providing self- 
help in their local community during 
the winter. Parish councils know what 
their priorities are in terms of 
maintaining access to their 
community buildings and primary 
schools, and they would be able to 
determine their local need. 

“It’s impossible for Devon County 
Council to treat our entire network of 
roads and footpaths, but while we can 
keep the main routes as clear as 
possible there’s a limit to what we can 
achieve at a very local level. The 
snow wardens can provide local 
communities with that additional 
level of service.” 

Snow wardens are given safety 
training by Devon County Council, 
and while they carry out the snow 
clearance at their own risk, as long as 
the snow clearance is carried out 
responsibly and within the guidelines 
of the scheme, a third party claim 
would be covered by the county 
council’s public liability insurance. 

Dunkeswell Parish Council has 


already signed up to the scheme. 

Councillor John Barrow, chairman 
of Dunkeswell Parish Council, said: 
“The county council gritter goes 
through the main road, but it’s 
impossible to go to every road in the 
village which is where self-help for 
villages and small communities 
makes sense. 

“We had started to do something 
ourselves in the parish with salt 
spreaders, and when the snow warden 
scheme came along we thought it was 
a good idea. I think people are 
realising that we can’t sit back and 
that we have to do some things 
ourselves. A lot of rural communities 
have always been like that and people 
were pleased last year that we made it 
possible for them to get about. We’ll 
have to see if we get another winter 
like it, but we’ll be prepared if we 
do.” 

Parish and town councils that are 
able to register their interest with 
Devon County Council’s local 
highway neighbourhood teams by the 
end of August can expect to receive a 
salt delivery in September or October. 
For parishes that may apply later, the 
county council will endeavour to 
provide salt before the winter.

THE chairman and members of the 
Seaton and District Art Society 
welcomed the return of Christine 
Russell whose talk and demonstration 
on how to use Interactive Acrylics at 
the society’s monthly meeting was 
greeted with enthusiasm and 
contemplation. 

Christine explained the advantages of 
using “interactive” for unlike traditional 
acrylics the colours do not suddenly form a 
skin. They change the painting process, 
giving you plenty of time to blend and 
rework; thus giving you more creative 
freedom. 

The patent-pending formulation allows 
even touch-dry paint to be reworked or 
ragged-off to blend or reveal layers. 

Atelier Interactive acrylics are lightfast 
and the intense colours dry to a satin-like 
finish without a plastic look or feel and 
minimal colour shift. 

If painting out in the open on a hot day 
Christine said you will need to replace the 
water being lost through evaporation by 
spraying with water from time to time. 

Alternatively if it is humid the interactive 
will dry slowly so one can then use a hair 
dryer to speed up the drying process. 

Use an acrylic palette on which to mix 
the paints and always mix a small range of 
colour at any given time. Christine went on 
to say that by twisting the angle of the 
brush you can either blend the colour onto 
the canvas with another colour or just use 
the colour which is on the brush. 

It is fun and very versatile, and puts the 
artist in control of the painting process. 


The members were delighted with 
Christine’s demonstration landscape and 
her response to all the questions asked on 
the wide range of techniques using 
interactive acrylics. 

Anyone interested in coming along to the 


meeting on September 5th, when Mousa A1 
Kordi will be giving a talk and 
demonstration on the Islamic Influence on 
Western Art, will be made most welcome.

Badger culls: 
waste of time 
and resources 



SEVERAL readers have recently asked me for 
my views on the proposed badger cull in the 
Westcountry. Whilst I have a great deal of 
sympathy with the farming community who are 
losing stock on an unacceptable scale as a result 
of bovine TB, killing badgers by shooting at night 
will prove to be a complete waste of time and 
resources. 

The Government’s own best estimates show that a 
cull, even if successful, would reduce TB by a mere 16 
per cent, whilst at the same time it is a racing certainty 
that the disease will be spread onto farms as yet 
unaffected as badger communities, disturbed by 
shooting, move out of their present setts. In addition, 
the likelihood of so-called “expert marksmen” cleanly 
killing badgers lamped at night is remote. Inevitably, 
animals will be wounded and escape underground. 

As one who has used a rifle for sporting purposes for 
decades I know exactly what is involved and I am all 
too well aware that culling, or killing to use the real 
term, badgers will prove a shambolic disaster which 
will also invite retaliation from the more lunatic fringe 
of the animal rights movement. Already there has been 
talk of a police presence required to ensure the safety of 
anyone attempting to carry out a cull. 

It is, of course, a typical Government knee-jerk 
reaction in the hope that it will pacify the farming 
community. However, I suspect that even some farmers 
are aware that this crude reaction to the problem is not 
the answer. Currently a vaccine which can be injected 
into trapped badgers is under trial in Gloucestershire, 
but this can only be a short-term measure until an oral 
vaccine, the way forward, is developed. 

I am not, I might add, one of those who view the 
badger as a kind, cuddly old Mr Brock from the Wild 
Wood, which lives a blameless life. Badgers belong to 
the weasel family and are omnivorous. They will break 
into chicken runs as I know to my cost and lost poultry, 
and kill hedgehogs and any other vulnerable creatures 
they come across. Yes, they may look very charming, 
meandering round a sett eating bait set out by a 
cameraman, but they are still omnivorous, taking young 
rabbits, snakes, lizards, voles, wasp and bumble-bee 
grubs, pheasant and partridge eggs as well as roots, 
acorns and bluebell bulbs. 

Apparently, the critically endangered bluefin tuna is 
now appearing in waters off the Dorset coast, one 
having been landed by an angler in the Portland 
Harbour area. However, Dorset Wildlife Trust has 
issued an urgent request to all sea anglers to return to 
the sea any tuna they might catch as the bluefin tuna has 
suffered a massive decline over the past 40 years due to 
over-fishing. 

In the 1930s sport fishing in the North Sea was 
producing massive fish, some weighing over 6001bs, 
but these are now a thing of the past and the bluefin tuna 
is facing extinction so any angler who catches one is 
asked to return it ahve and also inform The Southern 
Inshore Fisheries and Conservation Authority on 01202 
721272. 

Ever fancied undertaking some outdoor conservation 
work but are not sure how to go about it? Well a 
conservation “taster” day is being run by the 
Blackdown Hills AONB team at Quantock Common 
near Stockland on Saturday, August 13th, starting at 
10am. Beginners will be given a chance to try out a 
variety of practical conservation tasks in a friendly, 
calorie-burning setting, but places are limited so 
booking is essential.

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THE WONDERS OF PROVENANCE! 



Much time and value is at¬ 
tributed to the provenance 
of an item and one of our 
most beautiful tables ex¬ 
emplifies this better than 
most. 

The story starts with an 
email from France; 1 was 
delighted to be contacted by 
a young guy who emailed 
us pictures of a couple of 
tables he wanted to sell. 
One of the pictures was of 
a particularly impressive 
table over nine feet long and 
with a fabulous two inch 
thick top. 

It is of a style they refer to 
as “monastic” in the French 
trade... presumably reflect¬ 


ing the origins of this dis¬ 
tinctive style of table where 
the legs runs straight up and 
are mortised directly into 
the top rather than having 
the usual side rails. 

Not only could he tell us 
this table was made in Nor¬ 
mandy but that it was made 
in the town of Carisy la Salle 
and that it had spent its life 
in this region. Although 
this is not the sort of thing 
to interest every one, many 
people are keen to know as 
much as possible about their 
new table. 

Usually that would be the 
end of the story however in 
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this case there is more! 
Table restoration starts 
by dismantling the table 
as far as possible into its 
component parts, prior to 
carrying out any repairs 
necessary and subsequent 
re-assembly. 

As we were dismantling this 
table we discovered another 
chapter in its history. An old 
wooden patch glued in place 
hid a small chamber and in 
this reveal we found an old 
piece of headed paper from 
a business called “Pierre 
Marie” a framers and join¬ 
ers business in a small town 
named La Ferriere-Harang. 
On the reverse of this label 
in pencil it stated the table 
had come in for restoration 
on the 16th May 1932. 

1 love this detail.1 love 

to imagine the workshops, 
the carpenters and the life 
these people led in rural 
France between the wars 
and wonder how this table 
survived those catastrophic 
times.

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Create stunning interiors without having to spend a fortune 


Designer Atlanta Bartlett 
opens the door to her in¬ 
spiring home to reveal a 
combination of imagina¬ 
tion, flair and recycling 
can create stunning inte¬ 
riors without having to 
spend a fortune. She gives 
decor guidance, reveals 
tricks used by stylists and 


advises on quick ways to 
clear the clutter. 

It would be understandable 
if a home inhabited by two 
designers was a temple to 
perfection; an intimidating 
space where attention was 
given to detail rather than 
lifestyle. 

But what’s so striking as 


you step over the threshold 
of Atlanta Bartlett and Dave 
Coote’s Kent home is its air 
of tranquil informality, and 
a ‘kick off your shoes and 
get comfortable’ approach 
to decor. 

This is an interior which 
cocks a snook at trends and 
transient fashion, and in¬ 


stead celebrates comfort¬

“We both have a relaxed,

CAPTAIN AMERICA: THE FIRST 
AVENGER (12A) 


RECALLING the cliffhanger TV series 
of the 1950s, Captain America: The 
First Avenger establishes the origins of 
one of the most popular superheroes 
from the Marvel Comics stable. 

Admittedly, director Joe Johnston has an 
arsenal of state-of-the-art digital effects at his 
disposal to spruce up the old-fashioned ideals 
in Christopher Markus and Stephen 
McFeely’s script. 

However, there’s something rather 
charming about the underlying themes of 
self-sacrifice and valour, and a chaste 
romantic sub-plot between the strapping hero 
and his feisty dame that never strays beyond 
a kiss. 

Only the sadistic killing spree of the central 
villain— a power-hungry Nazi officer with a 
burned-off face — warrants the 12A 
certificate that makes Johnston’s film 
unsuitable for very young audiences. 

Captain America opens in the present day 
with the discovery of the wreckage of a 
gargantuan craft then flashes back to 1942 
Norway. 

Diabolical German officer Johann Schmidt 
(Hugo Weaving) steals a Cosmic Cube 
belonging to Odin and charges mad scientist 
Dr Arnim Zola (Toby Jones) with harnessing 
the Cube's power as part of his plans for 
world domination. 

Meanwhile in America, German defector 
Dr Abraham Erskine (Stanley Tucci) is 
spearheading a secret programme to create 
the ultimate soldier. He chooses ast hm atic 
weakling Steve Rogers (Chris Evans) as the 
perfect candidate for the treatment. 

As if by magic, Steve is transformed into a 
muscle-bound hunk and he enthusiastically 
does his bit for the Allied effort by portraying 
a fictional character called Captain America 
at war rallies. 

When good friend James Buchanan is 
presumed dead behind enemy lines, Steve 
joins forces with playboy inventor Howard 
Stark and officer Peggy Carter to parachute in 
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NEW HEip 


4 CHRIS Evans as Captain America 


behind enemy lines as Captain America and 
single-handedly take on the Germans. 

Captain America: The Eirst Avenger is an 
entertaining introduction to the iconic 
characters, using digital trickery to impose 
Evans’s head on a scrawny body before his 
metamorphosis. 

Atwell makes her entrance by punching an 
insubordinate soldier in the face and she 
embraces her role as the gutsy love interest 
with fervour, sparking smouldering screen 
chemistry with Evans. 


Their final scenes together are nicely 
judged, echoing a tender moment from 
Michael Bay’s slam-bang Armageddon. 

Action sequences are orchestrated with 
aplomb including a daredevil descent into a 
moving train. 

Captain America Will Return promises a 
title card at the end of the film in place of the 
additional scene we have come to expect 
from comic book adaptations. The 
countdown to tag-team superheroes begins.

The summer holi¬ 
days are here and 
the boredom will al¬ 
ready have started. 
The 12-year-old and 
13-year-old authors 
of 101 Things To Do 
On The Holidays 
explain how their 
book can help fill 
the days. 

The school summer 
holidays may only have 
just begun, but kids’ 
cries of “Fm bored!” 
will already be depress- 
ingly familiar in many 
households. 

Most families can’t 
afford to fork out much 
to keep the holiday bore¬ 
dom at bay, although a 
new report has found 
that parents will still 
spend an average of £414 
per child on entertain¬ 
ment during the summer 
holidays. 

But even spending 
that sort of money 
doesn’t cover most of 


the free holiday time 

- and that’s where 101 
Things To Do On The 
Holidays might be a very 
big help. 

Rather than being 
adult ideas about how 
kids can keep busy, this 
is a book written by kids 
for kids. 

The young authors 
are Anna O’Donnell, who 
was 12 when she wrote 
the book, and her best 
friend Tessa Wilson, who 
was 13. 

Anna, now 13, who 
lives near Tessa in Syd¬ 
ney, Australia, says: 
“We’d done all the usual 
stuff that you do in the 
school holidays - going 
to the beach, sleepovers, 
hanging out with friends 

- but we were getting 
bored with that, and we 
thought about what else 
we could do. 

“So we made a list, 
and our goal was to get 
them all finished before 
the end of the holidays. 


“We had 100 things on 
the list, and when my dad 
suggested the book idea, 
we added another one for 
101 - and that was to write 
your own book.” 

Ideas in the book 
include having a hu¬ 
man wheelbarrow race, 
a paper plane contest, 
putting make-up on a 
friend while blindfolded, 
writing a letter to the 
prime minister, invent¬ 
ing a secret language, or 
spending a whole morn¬ 
ing saying only ‘yes’, ‘no’ 
or ‘hello’. 

All the ideas were 
the girls’ own, and the 
pair say they took only 
about two hours to write 
them down. They then 
spent the whole of their 
holidays - eight to nine 
weeks in December and 
January - trying them 
all out. 

Tessa, now 14, says: 
“It was all really good 
fun - a wonderful experi¬ 
ence. 


“We just thought up 
weird things that you 
might not usually think 
of doing, that would be 
great fun.” 

Tessa’s favourite in 
the book is dressing up 
and going to a friend’s 
house without telling 
them you’re dressing up. 
She dressed as Wonder 
Woman. 

The girls’ shared fa¬ 
vourite is connecting a 
friend’s freckles with a 
pen, like a dot to dot. 

The book is in sec¬ 
tions, including Games, 
Inventions, Missions, 
Experiments, and Crea¬ 
tions. 

After Anna’s dad John 
sent the ideas to a pub¬ 
lisher and they took the 
book on, the friends had 
to spend a few months 
re-writing some of their 
ideas so they were rel¬ 
evant to any kids, not just 
those living locally. 

Already a master at 
self-promotion at the ten¬ 


der age of 13, Anna points 
out: “These things aren’t 
just to do in the holidays 
- most are indoors and 
can be done on rainy 
days, so they’re great 
ideas for any time of the 
year - like on a weekend 
after you’ve done your 
homework. They’re great 
to do to have some fun 
with a friend, and on 
your own.” 

The pair, who met at 
school, are proud their 
book is now in the school 
library, and plan to write 
other books. They’re cur¬ 
rently discussing new 
‘top secret’ ideas. 

“We’ve had so much 
fun doing this book, we’d 
definitely like to do an¬ 
other together,” confirms 
Anna. 

Her mum Sue 
O’Donnell says she’s a 
very proud parent, and 
points out: “I don’t think 
even the girls realise how 
unusual it is to have a 
book published when 


you’re so young - it’s 
fantastic for them. 

“The girls didn’t set 
out to write a book, they 
just wanted to write a list 
of things to do during 
the holidays, so the fact 
that it then became an 
actual book was an easy 
process. 

“It was just a fun 
thing that they did on 
their own.” 

Sue, an accountant, 
says although it’s all 
been a great experience: 
“Some days Anna will 
spend all day in her py¬ 
jamas, and when I tell 
her to go and get dressed 
she says, ‘No, it’s on the 
list’. 

“So sometimes they 
get to do things they 
might not have been al¬ 
lowed to do.”

LIFEGUARD RESCUE 


Lifeguard Sarah 
rescues kayaker

AN RNLI lifeguard swam 300 
metres to rescue a kayaker in 
distress off Monmouth Beach in 
Lyme Regis. 

The drama started when a 
concerned member of the public 
reported a kayak in distress in the 
afternoon of Saturday, July 30th. 

RNLI lifeguards, Lyme Regis 
Coastguard rescue officers and Lyme 
Regis RNLI Inshore lifeboat were 


tasked for a joint-operation. 

A spokesperson for the RNLI said: 
“Lifeguard Sarah Sedcole ran 500 
metres and then swam SOOmetres to 
help a 58-year-old man who had 
fallen from his kayak off Monmouth 
Beach. 

“The incident happened when the 
town and beaches were packed with 
holidaymakers waiting for the start of 
events, including the bathtub race.” 

Sarah, 23, a triathlon athlete, ran 
from the lifeguard station on the main 
beach and found the man clinging to 
his kayak. 


She said: “I chatted to him — he 
had a lifejacket — and when the 
lifeboat arrived he said he was happy 
to swim with me to the shore while 
the lifeboat crew collected his kayak. 

“He was fine once we got ashore.” 

The RNLI hfeboat was alerted by 
coastguards at 3.30pm. 

Two of the crew, Tim Edwards and 
Ritchie Durrant, took part in the 
bathtub race just an hour after 
returning from the incident to the 
station. The lifeboat crew came fifth 
out of a record 20 entries in the 
bathtub race.
